Mr. Labouchoro, it is true, la not .1 
locognizoil exponent of lliwliealisni, but lie n a 
singularly fraak person, anil hia views may bo 
talicu as shaioil by a few of liia colleague m 
the house, somo of whom are loss able und .ill 
leas outspoken. Ills sympathy with Mr. Clmm- 
berlain, for example, is cloBO, aud be looks to 
Mr. Clmmuerlam as a loader. Mr. Laboueueru's 
progiamiuo \\ould startle most of the reason- 
able politicians who call themselves Liberal; 
not Ions from the way in which it H urged than 
from ita extent Tho oarlior items will not 
Btriko you in America as subversive of society, 
revolutionary though they are. Equal election 
districts, payment of election expenses and of 
members by the state, biennial piirlianionta, 
abolition of tho house of lords aa a lugislativo 
body—these, preceded by tho adoption of an 
extended franchise, are the more uninodiiito 
objects Mr. Labouohere proposes to Imnaelf. 
They aro, however, only preliminary—only a 
pulling of the political mauhine into rapid 
working order. With the lorda out of ilia way 
and a Democratic house of commons, Mr. La- 
bouclioro w ould proceed to abolish tho civil 
list aud put tho quaaa (whom lie peiniita 
to romaiu on tho throno aa ornamental 
figure-head) on a salary of 850,000 a year 
like tho president of the United States. Ho 
would disestablish and disendow tho church of 
England "at once," and devote the 815,000,01)0 
a year to bo got from its revenues to educa- 
tional purpoaoe. Ho would aettlo the land 
question by making occupiers owneia.

would limit tho number of acres a mail may 
own, 
and of pounds sterling ho may accumu- 


late 
Taxation would be based on the "excel- 


lent principle" that thoao ought to pay who can 
boat afford it 
Customs and exciao "aro to be 


abolished, and the burdens mm laid on "in- 
duatry" to be sustained by help of a progres- 
sive income tax and piogroaaive auoceaaiou 
duty—rising to 50 per cent And so on and so 
on. These may do for samples. 


Mr. Labouchoro does not expect holp from 


tho Moderate Liberals in this work. 
He pro- 


pones to reconstruct the party by turning out 
tho Whigs, and calculates that when he aud his 
friouds have auperaedod thorn, the bulk of the 
organization, who are "more waiters on Provi- 
dance," will cheerfully follow the new lead. 
Tho Whigs are the fons et origo of all evil. 
They accept the part of "traitors" in the Liber- 
al camp for the sake of office aud profit. 
Whigs, Conservatives and Moderate Liberala 
are, indeed, actuated by the paltry ambition of 
appending right honorable to their names, and 
by lust of mere spoils.

The Guests of a Hotel Buried 


by its Falling Walls. 


Thirteen Victims Burned to Death 


—Heartrending Appeals for Aid 


—A Sufferer Suicides. 


GREENVILLE, Tex., April St.— Saturday 


morning our town was 
horrified beyond 
measure bv the most terrible calamity ever 
known In Texas. The Eric Hotel, a lliroe- 
story brick hotel, fell with a terrible crash 
that fairly shook the earth. As the multi- 
tude of people rushed around it they were 
terrified to near the shrieks and cries of the 
inmates, who were crushed 
beneath the 
mass of ruins, with the mad flames rolling 
above them and coming nearer aud nearer, 
till all sounds were hushed in the sea of 
fire. 


THK KILLED. 


Mrs. W. E. Fruit, proprietress, whose 


pleading 
for 
relief 
from 
her 
prison in the ruins melted the hardest 
hearts. 
George Pruiti, a cripplod son ot the 
proprietress, 
was 
burned 
while 
begging for relief which no mortal could 
give. 
Louis Albert, Jeweler, was burned to 


death. 
F. D. N. Riley, a 
contractor, was 


crushed to death, 
Frank West, a railroad freight clerk, 


crushed to death. 
B. R. Seal, cotton buyer; manner of 
death unknown. 
Miss Lou Davit, chambermaid, burned 


to death. 
J. E. Ford, telegraph line repairer, 
crushed to death. 
Hill, a mattress-maker, manner of death 
unknown, aud four negro servants, crushed 
to death. 
All the above victims were buried be- 
neath the ruins beyond human aid, some 
being killed instantly and others being 
cremated In the surging flames. 
The stories told by survivors beggars de- 


scription . Dr. Turner lay beneath timberi 
til they burned in twain, releasing him, 
but not until he w»» badly burnad and 
mangled. Mr. Denton waa imprisoned 
and would have killed himself to escape 
burning to death, but a second crash of 
fulling walls released him. One man 


OUT HIS THROAT 
when he found the flames consuming him. 
M. D. Pruitt raved like a maniac whan he 
knew offhls mother's horrible death, and it 
required several strong men to save him 
from plunging headlong Into tbo flames. 
A telegram was sent to Sherman for the 
fire engine, which came at the upced of a 
mile a minute, arriving at daylight. For 
six hours it poured a stream of water into 
the names, but too late to save any lives. 
The cause of the calamity is uncertain. 
It IB thought an explosion of powder in a 
hardware store, which had caught fire in 
first story, blew out the west wall, causing 
the entire bulling to come down with a 
crash of death.

Protected In his own manner he carried

The Tide of Emigration Wends its Way. 


ST. PAUL, April 9.—The travel thus far 


during the current season surpasses every- 
thing before known at St. Paul. Arriving 
and departing trains are taxed to their ut- 
most to supply the demand for accommo- 
dations, ana the resources of roads center- 
ing at St. Paul are dally drawn upon to 
their farthest limit. In conversation with 
railroad men on the subject they express 
themselves as surprised at the dally acces- 
sions made to the city's floating popula- 
tion. Nothing like It was ever before seen. 
At present It is thought that not less than 
10,000 passengers are received here per 
week 
and forwarded to Northwestern 
points by way of the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba lines. 
Tho traffic over these 
roads the past week has been so unex- 
pectedly largo that 
at times It was 
found absolutely impossible to procure 
the complement of rolling stock neces- 
sary to their transportation. This was the 
case of one of the roads no longer ago than 
Thursday night, and the result was that 
fully 200 adventurous pioneers into Mon- 
tana, Idaho and the Yellowstone Valley 
were detained at St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis.Five hundred settlers left St. Paul Sat- 
urday night on one train over the North- 
ern Pacific. Advices from abroad to the 
Northern Pacific and Manitoba Emigrant 
Agencies here indicated that the number 
will be unpreocdentlv large, not less than 
5,000 a week, or 00,000 during the season 
will arrive and depart from St. Paul to 
their new homes on the other side of the 
Rockies and beyond. This condition is 
nearly repeated on the lines south of here, 
the "Vnnomi and Fort Peter and Southern 
Minnesota being crowded to their utmost 
capacity with thousands of settlers for 
.Southern Minne-ota and Southern Dako- 
ta.

But they will 


not condescend to say "Good morning"' 
to tbe village blacksmith, or a hod- 
carrier, or a humble tiller of the soil. 
Now, it is almost needless to pay that 
such ones would never win their way to 
the great popular heart of the race. He 
who would get friends and maintain his 
grip upon the friendship of the masses 
must show courteous conduct to all 
classes, whether rich or poor, educated 
or uneducated, high or low. lie can 
retain self respect and the dignity of his 
position and rank and yet be truly 
friendly toward all classes. He is none 
the less a man for being friendly to all. 


",. True friendship is shown by regu- 


larity of conduct toward all classes. 
Some people are very friendly toward 
a certain person one day and quite the 
reverse the next day. 
They act as 


though they had never seen that person 
before. 
When they meet certain ones 


in private they are quite sociable: but 
upon seeing them in public they are as 
mute as a mummy, though having an 
opportunity to converse with t lie in. 
Such people do not show themselves to 
be very friendly in the true sense of the 
term; nor will they gather around them 
a host of friends. 
They are decidedly 


too irregular in the manifestations of 
their friendliness. 


4. True friendliness is also shown by 


something bcaides words. I would not 
undervalue the worth of a kind word; 
for a friendly word, spoken at the right 
time, in the risht place, has frequently 
accomplished much— much more than 
the person who uttered it conceived. A 
kind won! hris won many a person from 
the path of vice to the way of virtue. It 
has cheered hundreds of disconsolate 
hearts that felt they were forsaken by 
the merry luulUttitu. But, after ail, he 
who would show himself friendly ':! the 
truest fashion and most effective man- 
ner must get beyond mere words into 
the powor find passion of lining deeds. 
He must not hesitate to put the hand of 
ready holp to the assistance of those 
who Buffer tho noed of il. When a per- 
son is groaning under the burden of 
crushing distress a pound of lifting is 
more than a ton of talk. "A friend in 
need h a friend in d'ed." There was a 
man who in trying to cross a stream 
with his team and wagon got stuck in 
the mud. Ho was a stranger to that 
place and a distance from any house. 
Soon a man came along who said he 
was sorry to see him in such a fix and 
then went on. Another came along and 
asked the unfortunate man how old he 
was and what were the ages of his 
horses and different members of Ids 
family. After satisfying his curiosity 
und expressing a regret that the man had 
met with such bad luck, he passed on. 
Presently a third man came along and 
taking in the situation at a glance ho 
put his shoulder to the wheel and lifted 
With all his might, as the horses pulled 
hard, and soon the difficulty was over- 
come.
